WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—(AP) 
‘—President 
Coolidge’s 
proposal 
for further limitation 
of 
naval 
armament appears to have found 
the maritime powers in a recep­ 
tive mood. 
First impressions as reflected in 
news dispatches from abroad in­ 
dicate that the president’s plan to 
discuss the question next month 
at Geneva probably will be accept­ 
ed, but that specific method of lim­ 
itation will have to be left for de­ 
termination by the conference, it­ 
self. 
Responsible officials of both the 
British and Japanese governments 
are quoted as agreeable to a dis­ 
cussion of the subject but not cer­ 
tain that his suggestion for exten­ 
sion of the five-five-three ratio to 
all classes of war craft can be ac­ 
cepted in advance. 
France and Italy, the other two 
nations to whom the proposal was 
addressed, were reserving decisión, 
but they were not expected here to 
refuse to discuss limitation should 
the other powers agree to such a 
discussion. 
As a more definite indication of 
foreign opinion is 
awaited, 
the 
situation in Washington remains 
quiescent, most of the leaders in 
Congress approving the President's* 
proposal, although their discussions 
are colored by some expressions 
of doubt whether anything tangi­ 
ble will come out of the negotia­ 
tions at Geneva. 
Communicated to Congress for 
its «information, 
the 
president’s 
views have been referred to the 
senate and house committees which 
deal with matters of foreign poli­ 
cy. 
The subject will be discussed 
tomorrow by the house foreign 
affairs committee, when it takes 
up a proposal to appropriate $75,- 
000 to pay the expenses 
of 
the 
American delegation to Geneva.

HUNT MISSING 
PARTS OF BODY 


Time of Death Is Not 
Definitely Fixed 
By Authorities 


SOUTH BEND, Ind., Feb. 11.— 
(AP)—More light on a gruesome 
crime was sought today along the 
bleak, ice fringed shores of the St. 
Joe river, 
• 
There, in a tiny cove, where the 
river touches the grounds of St. 
Mary’s college for girls, Earl Rupe, 
a South Bend fireman, yesterday 
found the headless body of a wo­ 
man; arms, shoulders and part 
of the trunk missing down to the 
fifth rib, with both legs broken 
at the hips and bent back, the 
heels touching the thighs and tied 
with cord. 
The search today was along both 
banks of the stream for missing 
parts of the body. Other searchers 
dragged the bed of the shallow 
stream, 
.................... 
Because of the condition of the 
body, which 
had been 
sprinkled 
with lime, the time of death was 
uncertain. 
The most common theory 
was 
that the body had been placed in 
a box, which probably was *tossed 
into the river from one of several 
bridges spanning the St. Joe be­ 
tween South Bend and Elkhart, 
Ind. 
Rupe said he passed the spot 
where the body was found a Week 
ago and that it was 
not 
there 
then. 
Coroner Earl Deiseis, who ex­ 
pressed the opinion the woman had 
been murdered, said the torso had 
been severed at the fifth rib by 
someone skilled in dissection. The 
victim was described as a woman 
of about 30 years of age, 5 feet 
eight inches in height and weigh­ 
ing about 160 pounds.

Business property kept in repair 
may be the subject of a deprecia­ 
tion allowance. The allowance for 
depreciation Is intended to cover 
the estimated lessening in value of 
the original property, due to the 
wear and tear, decay, etc., which, 
in time will require the abandon­ 
ment or replacement of the prop­ 
erty, in spite of ordinary current 
repairs. The cost of incidental re­ 
pairs, which neither materially add 
to the value of the property nor, 
appreciably prolong its life, may 
be deducted as a business expense, 
provided the plant or property ac­ 
count is not increased 
by 
the 
amount of such expenditures. 
j 
If, however, the repairs are of 
such lima as to make good the de­ 
preciation, for example, a new floor 
or a new roof, the cost is not de- 
ductable. 
The amount expended 
by a taxpayer during the taxable 
year for improvements, 
replace­ 
ments, or renewals of a perman­ 
ent nature is a capital expenditure, 
and mhy not be deducted from his 
gross income for such taxable year. 
The amount so expended should be 
charged directly to the property 
account or to a depreciation 
re­ 
serve account; according to how 
depreciation charges are tifated 
in the taxpayer’s books of account. 
A pro rata portion thereof may be 
deducted as depreciation each year 
of the life of such improvements. 
Deductions for depreciation must 
be made as a separate item of the 
return, and must be explained by 
showing separately each class of 
property, its cost 
(fail* market 
valúe as of March 1, 1918, if ac­ 
quired prior to that date,) depre­ 
ciation charged off for the taxable 
year, and total depreciation charg­ 
ed off for all taxable years.

sumption that such criminals are 
least capable of resuming a nor­ 
mal life immediately. 
The police also hope that this 
glorified night lodging will make 
it easier to keep a check on ex­ 
convicts who otherwise are dispos­ 
ed to foregather in slums and dives 
not easily accessible to detectives.
